Suppose Senator LaFollette is cor- 


rect in his assumption that it costs 
60 cents to produce 
a bushel of 


wheat in the Northwestern States, 
•while right across the border in 
Canada the cost of production is 54 
cents a bushel; what then? 
Is it 


likely that the Canadian farmer will 
sell his wheat for 90 cents a bushel 
in Duluth, merely to spite his Amer- 
ican business rival, when the current 
price is 96 cents? 
Canadian and 


American wheat growers have been 
competitors for years in Liverpool 
and other free markets, where neith- 
er had any advantage over the other 
in the Tvay ot tariff duties; yet they 
have each insisted upon getting full 
market price for their products. 
The 


idea, that foreigners will dump the 
wealth wrung from their soil in-to the 
United States at slaughter prices, un- 
less we keep them out by a Pro- 
tectionist tariff wall, seems to be 
hard to eradicate, ludicrous as it is. I 


Whom do the Republican stand- 


pat Senators imagine they represent 
•when they keep up a long-winded 
filibuster in obstruction of the tariff 
bill? Certainly not the common: peo- 
ple of the United States nor the busi- 
ness community. 
The latter pays no 


attention to the harangues of the 
calamity howlers; the thashing of 
oft-thrashed straw is a weariness; 
and the manufacturers 
and mer- 


chants of the country are conducting 
their affairs as though the bill was 
already a law and on the assumption 
that it will surely be enacted as it 
stands. The avowal of the standpat- 
ters that the purpose of the tariff

Wisdom from 


Washington

Washington, Aug. is). — [Special.] — 


The United States senate does not rel- 
ish the idea of having an election con- 
test case involving eonstitution.il ques- 
tions thrown upon it at this time. That 
is one reason why ill feeling has been 
expressed because the governor of Ala- 
bama appointed Henry D. Clayton sen- 
ator. 


If there was no question as to the 


right of Clayton to the seat he would 
be welcome to the senate. He made 
a very good impression when he "was 
chief manager of the impeachment case 
against Judge Archbakl, and he is 
conservative enough to satisfy 
the 


senate. 
But to have an election con- 


test w ith the tariff bill a lone way 
from completion and the insistence by 
the president of currency legislation 
is a little more than the senate can 
stand. 


The Alabama Situation. 


Men who went to Alabama to at- 


tend the funeral of the late Senator 
Johnston came home with inside in- 
formation 
concerning 
the 
Alabama 


situation, -which explains the action of 
the governor. For nearly a year Con- 
gressman Hobson has been making a 
canvass for the senate. It is general- 
ly conceded that he •would have given 
Johnston a hard race and that now he 
can probably defeat almost anj" other 
man except Majority Leader Under- 
wood, and Underwood is not a. candi- 
date. 


Governor O'Neal is very much op- 


posed to Hobsou. Ho knows that if a 
special election should be called Hob- 
son has a great advantage on account 
of the canvass he has made ami with 
a good organization in every county. 
That is why he does not want to pro- 
mote Hobson's chances and desires to 
have his appointee seated while the 
opposition gets its forces 
organized 


against Hobson. 


Lining Up the Parties. 


Chairman Simmons attempted to fix 


a time for a vote on the tariff bill, and 
all he accomplished was in lining up 
all the Republicans, regulars and pro- 
gressives, in opposition to the bill. 
Perhaps that was sarlsftn-tory. It also 
showed that the Democrats had deter- 
mined to stand by their caucus action 
and support the bill without amend- 
ment. 


When the last Democratic tariff bill 


was passed a caucus arrangement was 
necessary, only then the minority was 
able to hold up the majority of the 
party for higher duties. Senator Mills 
of Texas was often twitted by Senator 
Hoar of Massachusetts of promising 
tho peoplf of his state free coal if the 
Democrats came into power, and he 
would then ask Mills to move a free 
coal amendment. 


Mills would fume and hur«t out with 


ft d»'-.!»r«*:''ln t*"lt it waa -?rx>!l known 
that his hands had been tied by the 
caucus action. 


Votes of Yesteryear. 


Hours were consumed recently in 


the senate upon the subject of how 
men voted on different amendments to 
the tariff bill four years ago. Talking 
about 
the 
uonimportanre of "last 


year's birds' nests" it would seem 
that tariff votes four jears a*go have 
about as much bearing upon the ques- 
tions before the senate as the nests in 
which the last crop of birds were 
hatched has upon the taste of the 
fowls. 


Must Be a Real Humorist.

had better not undertake to indulge in 
hn:r.,>r," remarked Senator Gallingor 
in t!ie .senate. 
The Xew Hampshire 


senator went on to say that a few 
days previously he had attempted a 
bit of humor and it bad been taken 
so seriously that he was moved to 
make an explanation. There are only 
a very few humorists in the senate. 


Lodge Scores a Point. 


It has often boon asserted that Sen- 


ator Lodge never shows a sense of 
(minor, yet lie scored on John Sharp 
Williams the other day. 
The debate 


liad been running along ontsido of real 
tariff discussion for two hours, during 
which Williams had spoken sovora-l 
times, when Lodge obtained the floor. 


"I hope we may now get back to the 


tariff schedules," said the Mississippi 
senator. 


"I fully sympathize \\ith tho anxiety 


of Ihp senator Prom Mississippi," said 
Lodge.

Glass Cutting. 


TRo layman who is introduced to the

The first stage of the bowl which 
Is to be cut finds it in a perfectly plain 
condition, not a scratch upon it and 
only a half dozen or more marks in red 
chalk, which mean absolutely nothing 
to the unpracticcd eye.

The marks in chalk will run from the 
edge, five intervals apart, down to the 
center of the bowl at the bottom. 
In 


one of the divisions of the bowl thus 
marked there may be a little further 
marking In the shape perhaps of a dia- 
mond. -This indicates the pattern into 
which the bowl is to be cut, and it will 
be repeated in each of the live divi- 
sions. All the intricacies of the design 
the workman has in his head, and they 
develop on the glass In a way which 
seems to the looker on absolutely mar- 
velous.—New York Times.

with a discussion 
by Dr. King on 


"Teaching- a Poem." He discussed 
the piacticable methods of bringing 
to a pupil the real educational value 
of a poem 
This was followed by a 
short 
lecture 
by 
Superintendent 


Begg in which he discussed the in- 
fluence of climate, and topography 
ot a country upon its history 
In 


many cases the industries and tem- 
perament ot the citizens of a nation 
are radically affected by the shape 
of a country, its 
coastline, moun- 


tains, climate, etc 
The subject of 


the lecture was "The 
Relation ot 
Geography to History " 


This afternoon at 1 15, Superin- 


tendent Begg toohr up the protoletn 
of public health and public schools 
Hie has made an extensive study of 
diseases peculiar to children in their 
connection with public school health 
This was followed by a lecture by 
Dr. King on the voice and Its use 
In his school of oratory Dr King 
has been very successful in treating 
defects in speech. 


'Too many 
children are born on 


the back streets and not enough on 
the tront streets," said Supt Begg in 
his lecture ibefore the Teacher's In- 
stitute 
Monday evening 
"On 
the 


back streets we find 
large families 


with the head of the family earning 
trom one to two dollars per day while 
on the front street, among the well- 
to-do we find small families and in a 
great many cases no children at all. 
As a result our average citizenship is 
growing inferior In spite of state- 
ments of authorities to the contrary " 


Supt Begg lectuied on the subject 
Does It Pay to Educate'" His refer- 
ence to the need of education was in 
regard to the enlightenment of 
the 


people concerning some ot the great 
problems of our nation 


"Men 
should be so educated,' 
he 


continued, "that the profits could be 
divided in such a way as to make 
strikes unnecessary" He enumerated 
instances in which men striking and 
lolding up the output or necessities 
because their wages are too low This 
condition, according to Supt Begg, is 
due to the fact that men have not 
been properly educated, the laborers, 
are striking justly, the economic sys- 
tem is at faalt 


Another phase of the need of edu- 


cation discussed was in reference to 
disease 
"The United States govern- 


ment spends thousands ot dollars, an- 
nually fighting hog cholera," he de- 
clared, "but how much do tney spend 
.o combat chicken-pox, scarlet fever, 
and other diseases7 If I were to have 
my choice of these loathsome diseases 


would choose smallpox 
I mean it 
I would rather ha-e 
smallpox be- 


cause more has been done to stamp 
out the disease 
Smallpox is almo&t 
mder control. 


"I wish it were tr«e tnat every boy 


and every girl could stand up on both 
feet and declare that tney were pure 
uid clean and know that they were 
iut the truth is that only twenty-five 
>oys out of one hundred are clean. 
When cattle in a certain Kentucky 
county were infected with cow-itch, 
he government of the state declared 
-hat the whole 
country 
would be 


quarantined unless the cow-itch was 
cleaned out 
I could take those same 


men into my school down on the river 
and show them how the children from 
clean homes could oe infected with 
disease by contact -vith the desk or 
railing which had been touched 
by 


some pupil with disease of some kind 
Tf I could not show them 1 would pay 
heir railroad fare " 


In closing his address Supt 
Begg 


summed his remarks ;nto one sent- 
^nce 
'Eadi individual must find out 


or himself whether or not it pays to 
educate and abide by that decision, 
f he decides not, he may settle into 
one of the everyday channels of hie 
and rest without accomplishing anv- 
hing "
